MINES AND MINERALS contains an article on the 
successful burning of coal dust, which is summarized 
aS meaning drying the coal down to not more than 2 
per cent moisture, pulverizing it to a fineness of not 


more than 80, then burning it in suspension. 


A WRITER in Trade makes a novel argument in favor 
of handling high class goods, stating that in handling 
this class of goods in competition with cheap goods, he 
makes 200 per cent on part of his money. The point 
being that where his competitor buys a certain class of 
goods at 12c and sells at 15c, he buys at 13c and sells 
at 17c, thus making 2c more profit on the extra cent 
he spends for quality. This gives him a 200 per cent 
profit on the quality part of his investment. 


THE presence of ex-President Cormick and Secre- 
tary Corey at the various state hardware meetings in 
February last and the recent extended trips of Secre- 
tary Corey to the meeting of the Arkansas Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association at Little Rock, Ark., 
and of President Bogardus to the meeting of the Colo- 
rado Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association at Colorado 
Springs, Colo., shows that the officers of the National 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association are working 
earnestly in bringing the retail hardware dealer in 
close touch with national association work and are 
magnificently and satisfactorily arswering the dealer 
who is anxious to know “What am I getting for my 
dollar?” 

More than 30 million dollars’ worth of diamonds 
and other precious stones were brought into the Unit- 
ed States in the fiscal year just ended. This is the 
largest importation of diamonds and other precious 
stones ever shown in a single year of our commerce. 
Prior to 1887 the total had seldom if ever reached 
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10 million dollars per annum; from 1887 to 1893 the 
total gradually moved upward until it reached 16 
millions, and then it rapidly fell to 5% millions in 
1894, 7! 1895, 634 millions in 1896 and 
2¥% millions in the fiscal year 1897. In 1808 the total 
increased to nearly 9 million dollars, in 1899 to over 
14 millions, in 1901 1902 to 23 
millions and in 1903 will be fully 30 millions, making 
the total for the year just ended not only more than 


> millions in 


to 20 millions, in 


in any preceding year, but 50 per cent in excess of 
1901, double the figures of 1899 and more than six 
times the average during the period 1894-7. 






Tue National Association of Credit Men held their 
<unual meeting at St. Louis, Mo., recently and among 
the resolutions passed was the following: 


Whereas, A great many country merchants do not appre 
ciate the importance of carrying insurance on their stock. 

And Whereas, It is likely to cause ill feeling towards any 
dividual concern that takes it upon itself to call attention 
to such failure; 

Therefore, Be

local associations, which letter shall 
be sent by the Secretaries of such local associations to mer-

chants who carry no insurance, and such letter to be accom- 
panied by any literature which shall be published by the as- 
sociation bearing upon insurance as a necessary requisite to 
the securing of credit from wholesale or manufacturing trade, 
such names to be furnished the local Secretaries by members 
who desire to have such letters sent. 

It will be seen from this that the retailer who takes 
a policy in his state hardware association’s mutual in- 
surance company is not only helping his fellow deal- 
ers, but is placing his line of credit on a substantial 
basis. 


Exvorts from the United States to Canada in the 
fiscal year just ended show a larger total than in any 
preceding year. Eleven months’ figures just complet- 
ed by the Bureau of Statistics of the Department of 
Commerce show that the increase in exports to “Brit- 
ish North America” has been 12 million dollars in the 
eleven months of 1903 compared with the correspond- 
ing months of the preceding year, and indicate that the 
increase for the entire fiscal year will be something 
more than 12 million dollars. This is a larger increase 
than in any year in the history of our commerce with 
Canada, except 1898, when the increase was slightly 
vreater than that of the last fiscal year. Under the 
term “British North America” the Bureau of Statistics 
groups Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba and the Northwest 
Territory; Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island; Newfoundland and Labrador; and 
British Columbia. By far the most important of these 
groups, commercially, is Quebec, Ontario, etc., the 
exports from the United States to which form 87 per 
cent of the total exports to British North America; 
and it is in the exports to those provinces that the chief 
growth has occurred. During the eleven months end- 
ing with May the total value of exports to Quebec, 
Ontario, etc., was 98 miliion dollars, against 87 mil- 
lions in the corresponding months of the preceding 
year; to Nova Scotia, etc., the total was 7 millions 
against 514 millions in the eleven months of 1902; 
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to British Columbia, 5% millions, compared with 7 
millions in the corresponding months of the preceding 
year; and to Newfoundland and Labrador, 2% mil- 
lions, against a little less than two millions in the same 


months of 1902. 


Tue growth in the consuming power of the United 
States in this period of business activity is illustrated 
by the figures of the Treasury Bureau of Statistics 
showing the importations and exportations by great 
groups during the eleven months ending with May, 
(903.. These figures show that while the exportation 
of manufactures has increased only two million dollars 
as compared with the corresponding months of last 
year, the importation of manufacturers’ materials has 
increased 66 million dollars as compared with the same 
months of 1902, and 131 millions as compared with the 
corresponding months of 1901. As it can scarcely be 
presumed that the manufacturers of the country are 
importing in excess of their present or immediately 
prospective requirements, it would seem that the in- 
crease in manufactures which this growing importa- 
tion of materials indicates is being consumed at home, 
since exportations of manufactures for the year show 
no material increase. A rapid increase in the importa- 
tion of manufacturers’ materials has been the striking 
characteristic of the fiscal year about to end. For the 
eleven months the total value of manufacturers’ ma- 
terials imported amounted to $451,081,163, against 
$384,775,764 for the same months of last year, $319,- 
524,957 for the corresponding months of 1go1, and 
$363,455,072 for the same months of 1900. Prior to 
1900 the imports of manufacturers’ materials had never 
touched the $300,000,000 line, except in 1893. when 
they were $300,461,795. 


Tue Boot and Shoe Recorder of Boston 


— has recently printed a series of articles 
vs. . 
Future. {tom data obtained from wholesale mer- 


chants in the boot and shoe business on 
the question of why it is that boys or young men 
brought up in that city do not more generally enter into 
that line of trade. The prevailing opinion appears to 
be that the opportunities for earning an immediate 
income are not sufficient to make places in these stores 
attractive, one of the members of a wholesale boot 
and shoe concern stating that in response to an adver- 
tisement for a young man he had about thirty appli- 
cants, but of these only one was willing to. begin work 
at the sum of $3 a week, which was the maximum price 
paid to beginners. He admitted that the amount might 
look small to a boy of 17 or 18, but he maintained that 
the additional remuneration which the newcomer re- 
ceived was an ‘opportunity to acquire a knowledge of 
the business. There might be places where young and 
inexperienced men just graduated from school could 
earn from $8 to $10 a week; but in the great majority 
of instances places such as these led to little or noth- 
ing, those obtaining them getting almost as much the 
first year as they would be likely to obtain after an 
experience of five or ten years, while in the case of the 
boot and shoe business, after a boy had acquired a 
knowledge of the trade his future was, so to speak, in 





his own hands, and his remuneration was entirely a 
matter of producing profitable results. 

It has long been the custom in England for a young 
man to pay a premium, as it is termed, to obtain the 
opportunity of acquiring a knowledge of a business. 
In this country such payments are not required; but 
it is assumed that beginners receive in the opportunities 
which are put at their disposal compensation in addi- 
tion to the small monetary payment that may be given 
to them. Schools and colleges do not ordinarily pre- 
pare young men for business any more than they do 
their graduates for the legal and medical professions. 
If these propose to become professional men they have 
to pass through years of training in addition to a col- 
legiate course, and under the conditions of modern 
business the same holds true to quite a degree with 
the great lines of trade, except that in these instances 
the professional schools are the stores or offices in 
which young men are serving their apprenticeship. 


A Local As- /HE value of local associations of manu- 
sociation of facturers is strikingly shown by the work 

Manufac- accomplished by the St. Louis Manufac- 

turers turers’ Association. This association has 
carefully studied the importance of a number of ques- 
tions of interest to all manufacturers, among them 
being the following: The meter water rates of that 
city were investigated, and it developed that St. Louis 
was paying from 250 to 600 per cent more for water 
used in factories than any other city in the United 
States, consequently a bill was drafted which will be 
brought before the next city assembly of that munici- 
pality asking for a reduction of 50 per cent in rates 
now charged for water used through the meters. 
Manufacturers on the outskirts of that city made bitter 
complaint about suburban freight service, and the 
question was taken up with the various railroads, all of 
whom favor the establishment of freight receiving and 
shipping stations in the West End and in the extreme 
northern and southern territory. The association has 
actively pushed the establishment of a pneumatic tube 
mail service connecting the postoffice with different 
sections of the city. They have also worked earnestly 
in urging the improvement and beautifying of St. 
Louis, particularly in rebuilding and improving the 
streets. The association has worked actively to have 
St. Louis, and not East St. Louis, made the terminal 
of all roads, using the latter point as their terminal 
point for billing freight, and have received encourage- 
ment from the Wabash railroad, which has erected an 
immense freight terminal in St. Louis. 

They have also fought double taxation. The dairy 
interests in St. Louis now pay a regular merchants’ 
license, double taxation on the wagons used in the de- 
livery of their products, and the signs on their wagons 
are governed by severe regulations. The legislation 
committee of this association have taken the matter 
up and hope to secure relief in this matter. This asso- 
ciation, by resolution and personal work of its mem- 
bers, was largely instrumental in having the passage 
of the national eight-hour labor day law defeated, and 
also secured the pigeon-holing of the said eight-hour 
labor day law. 

They also actively agitated the creation of a United 




















































States Department of Commerce and have done all in 
their power to permit the adjustment of labor diffi- 
culties by arbitration. Other work done by this asso- 
ciation consisted in securing an appropriation from the 
United States governmert for an additional postoftice 
in St. Louis, helping kill a bill for appointed state in- 
spectors for gas and electric meters, used heavy efforts 
to have the state factory inspection law repealed, ow- 
ing to its unsatisfactory character, and have urged the 
repeal of the state factory inspection law. A great 
many minor matters have also been taken up by the 
association. 1 

It will be se by this brief resume of its work that 
this associat has done a great deal of local work 
in behalf of its membership and has set a number of 
precedents which similar formations in other cities can 
follow with profit.

A NUMBER of Australian hardware dealers have 
fallen victims to a despicable swindle, whose modus 
operandi is as follows: A well-dressed young man en- 
ters a shop, and asks for a door stop of special make. 
The customer explains that he has searched “every- 
where” for some one who stocks this particular fitting. 
An architect, he says, under whom he is carrying out 
a large job has specified one for every door in the 
house, and insists on having them fixed. 

The hardware dealer, thinking he sees the way to 
make an “honest penny,” offers to buy them in for his 
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affable would-be customer. This pleases the latter im- 
mensely. The price is easily arranged, but the order 
must be executed as speedily as pay vee The retailer 
readily agrees to have the goods on hand in a “couple 
of days,” and immediately orders from the manufac- 
turer. This person may know nothing of the pseudo 
buyer, but delivers the goods with remarkable prompt- 
ness, and insists on C. O. D., or if payment is made 
by check it must be. “open,” and is quickly cashed. 
The young man with the large job never comes back, 
and the poor hardware dealer is left lamenting. 

A manufacturer who would stoop to such a trick as 
this to push the sales of door checks or any other 
goods should be drummed out of the trade to the tune 
of the rogues’ march. I hope that this Australian 
manufacturer will be ferreted out and brought sharp- 
ly to book.

Let 
us be careful to temper all our demands with absolute fair 
ness, with proper consideration for the rights of others, and 
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this grand organization of our craft is bound to result in es- 
tablishing the hardware business on a higher plane. 


NATIONAL ASSOCIATIONS OF JOBBERS ANP RETAILERS ARE WORK- 
ING IN HARMONY. 

During the spring of the present year the National Hard- 
ware Association, an association made up of the principal 
hardware jobbers of the country, invited the National Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association, through its officers, to send 
a committee to Philadelphia, there to meet a like committee 
from their association to discuss certain existing evils and 
means of relief from same. The jobbers’ association was 
represented by some of its ablest me#tivers, and the retail as- 
sociation by such men as President Bogardus, Secretary 
Corey, Treasurer Stebbins and others of whom we are all 
proud, and it is a pleasure to note that, although their dis- 
cussions were executive, so to speak, that the two associa- 
tions are working in perfect harmony in an endeavor to pro- 
tect the retail hardware dealers as the legitimate distributor 
of hardware. Mr. Bogardus will doubtless refer to this con-

ference and tell us something of its importance to-morrow, 
at which time we anticipate the pleasure of his presence. 
THE PROPER LINE OF TRADE DEMARKATION. 

It is our pleasure to meet here in convention at the same 
time, as our friends and in many instances our competitors, 
the Retail Lumber Dealers. They, like ourselves, are striv- 
ing through their association to improve the conditions sur- 
rounding their business, and, like the hardware dealers, want 
to be fair, but I want to ask you, who are members of our 
association, and you (if any are present), who are members 
of the Lumber: Association, if it is fair for the lumber deal- 
ers doing business in towns having exclusive hardware stores 
to carry nails, locks, butts, screws and even barb wire? Mr. 
Lumber Dealer, is this consistent? Does your association 
stand for this manner of doing business? 

FAVORS A FORMAL PROTEST. 

I recognize that the Lumber Association cannot control 
the action of its members along this line, but I would recom- 
mend that we bring this injustice before them by a formal 
protest, presented to their secretary before our convention 
adjourns. 

THE ONE DARK CLOUD ON THE COMMERCIAL HORIZON. 

Labor troubles continue to be referred to in the daily 
press and trade papers as the one dark cloud on the commer- 
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cial horizon, and the successful solution of this great prob- 
lem is, perhaps, yet in the remote future. Retail hardware 
dealers, not being large employers of labor, may think this 
question does not vitally concern us, but I want to say to you 
that it does concern us directly, and if this strife continues 
every one of us employing tinners, plumbers or even clerks 
is going to realize that a small business is just as susceptible 
to interference and injury from this source as are large manu- 
facturing plants. I do not wish to be understood as being 
opposed to organized labor, but I believe the satisfactory 
settlement of this controversy over hours, wages, and the 
recognition of organized labor will eventually be brought 
about through the medium of organized employers. 
HOW TO END LABOR STRIFE. 


When organized labor has recognized the absolute ne- 
cessity of abiding by the counsel of its true representatives 
and has forever renounced the professional agitator and when 
such representatives meet in friendly conference and fair dis- 
cussion the equally true representatives of organized employ- 
ers, then may we expect to see labor and capital at peace and 
all classes benefited, but until such principles are recognized 
and put into practice the strife will continue. 

MEMBERS SHOULD FILE GRIEVANCES 

But I have said. enough on this subject, and, referring 
again more directly to association work and its benefits, want 
to say: I believe if we would file our complaints more free- 
ly with our secretary where the manufacturer or jobber has 
violated good trade ethics we would realize more fully the 
benefits of our organization. Turn the unfair jobber over to 
Mr. Moys. If your grievance is a just one he will line Mr. 
Jobber up in the name of the association, but, as I suspect 
our secretary will refer to this subject in his report, I will 
not dwell longer on same. 

INCONSISTENCY. 

Consistency is a hard thing to live up to. Were we as 
enthusiastic in living up to the principles of our association 
in everyday business as we are in advocating them at our 
conventions, the beneficial influence of our organization would 
be largely increased. At the convention we all condemn the 
jobber who sells our customer goods in retail quantities at 
wholesale prices, and to-morrow give this same jobber a lib- 
eral order for goods for our shelves, or we denounce the 
manufacturer who allows his goods to be slaughtered by the 
mail order house, and at the same time we give these same 
goods prominence on our shelves and perhaps in selling same 
give them preierence over equally as good goods made by a 
manufacturer who protects us, or, again, we meet our town 
competitor with a warm smile and hearty handshake and tell 
the convention that we have our competitor as a brother and 
rather than cut prices would be perfectly willing to see him 
get just about all the business in our town, but by the time 
we get in sight of our town we have made up our mind to go 
and see the contractor whom we had quoted nails the day 
we left home and tell him confidentially that we will make the 
price ten cents per keg less for fear our competitor will get 
the order. 

LOYALTY URGED. 

Let us be loyal to the jobbérs and manufacturers who 
are loyal to us, and we will soon find our influence will be 
felt by all jobbers and manufacturers, and through such 
loyalty may we not hope to see many more such concerns fall- 
ing in line with our views and the sale of hardware through 
hardware stores largely increased? 

DEALERS SHOULD RETAIN COMPETITORS’ FRIENDSHIP. 

But how about loyalty to our competitors? I want to tell 
you that next to retaining the friendship of our customers 
we want to retain the friendship of our competitor. It pays 
us and it pays him and notwithstanding that the apparent 
good feeling exhibited at conventions by competitors toward 
each other may not always maintain in our efforts to do busi- 
ness in everyday life, yet I firmly believe nothing tends to 
eradicate unfriendliness between competitors so completely 
as organizations of this kind. Sometimes such meetings pre- 
sent the first opportunity to get acquainted with our competi- 
tor, and, as an old schoolmate of mine used often to remark, 
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“We are all alike when we get acquainted,” we usually find a 
pretty good fellow on acquaintance in a man we had pre- 
viously thought ought to be wearing longitudinal stripes. 
Aside from the practical value of the dealers’ association, ‘the 
acquaintances we form, the meeting of men engaged in the 
same line of business and the new ideas we absorb are all 
eneficial and to me alone worth all the cost of membership, 
were there no other benefits to be derived. 
PRAISE FOR PRESIDENT BOGARDUS. 

In conclusion I want to refer to the great interest Presi- 
dent Bogardus manifested in association work by traveling 
nearly two thousand miles to be with us at this time, and I 
am sure this convention will take due cognizance of this, as 
well as the courtesy of the hardware journals in publishing 
the proceedings of our Pueblo convention and proffering us 
the free use of their columns at any and all times for the 
publication of any association matter, by the adoption of ap- 
propriate resolutions. 

THANKS TO MR. DONOVAN. 

I want to thank Mr. Donovan, president, and Mr. Hemen- 
way, secretary, of the Colorado, New Mexico and Wyoming 
Lumber Dealers’ Association for their very hearty invitation 
for our association and ladies to join them and their ladies 
in the pleasure part of their program which our executive 
committee promptly accepted. To many members of our as- 
sociation I am indebted for encouraging letters, and to those 
consenting to take part in our program I am especially grate- 
ful, as well as to the members of our executive committee, 
who have so promptly replied to all matters requiring their 
attention. 

I desire especially to thank Mr. Barnes for so ably rep- 
resenting the executive committee in arranging all the de- 
tails of this ‘meeting, and to our untiring secretary, Mr. 
Moys, for his ever-ready assistance. To Mr. Moys is princi- 
pally due whatever success our association has attained, and 
with a continuance of the same generous support from all 
the members in the future as in our short past, the Colorado 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association will, we hope, soon 
be in the front rank of state associations.

AN ANSWER TO «H. M.”

In answer to “H. M.,” I enclose drawing of a furnace 
plan that is the most practical I know of where a com- 
plete circulation and ventilating system is needed. It 
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will be secn that the ventilation is dong by using the 
space between the studding with a galvanized iron stack 
run from the attic floor above the roof, or mam : 
substituted in more expensive jobs with a brick chim- 
ney built from the attic floor, and for a real cheap job 
he may leave out the ventilation part and use the cold 
air duct in the hall, and cut off the outside air, but 
where outside air is used I sincerely request the ven- 
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tilating system, as it is readily seen that a quicker 
change of air is made. This may also be used as a 
ventilator in summer, as the cold air passes through 
the furnace and out the ventilator, as it acts as a 
chimnéy to draw air all the time. If you will take a 
room that has a chimney hole in it and close the chim- 
ney hole and place a thermometer near the ceiling for 
one hour, then open the chimney hole, you will be sur- 
prised at the difference in the thermometer, for the 
hot air will be very quickly drawn from the room.

with the very best sectional fire-brick, which are set in 
a circle, making them self-supporting and preventing 
them from falling out. They extend up to the top of 
feed door to prevent any damage to the steel and may 


















be replaced through the feed door. When the fire pot 
is lined with fire brick the interior surface of the lining 
will become incandescent, or nearly so, and promote 


good combustion, while with unlined pots, as cast iron 
furnaces have, causes the fuel which touches its inner 


surface to be cooled below the point of ignition, conse- 
quently it is usually covered upon the inside by a layer 
of ashes or dead fuel. 

The grates are triangular and hollow in the center. 
Either side may be turned to the fire, which prevents 
them from warping. The bars work separately, which 
permits the ashes to be removed around the sides with- 
out wasting coal through the center, as is the case 
where they all turn together with cogs. The ashes may 
be removed from any part of the fire pot and is an 
easy matter to crush the clinker through the grate. In 
case one bar should burn out the one may be replaced 
without disturbing the others, which is done through 
the ash-pit door. 

The furnace drums and radiators are made in five 
sizes, all of open hearth steel; the three smaller sizes 
are made of No. 10 gauge and the two larger sizes of 
No. 8; the heads of the three smaller sizes are made 
of No. & gauge, and the heads of the two larger sizes 
are made of No. 6 gauge steel. All radiators and 
smoke pipe under casing are made of No. 14 gauge. 
All are made of one piece of steel from the bottom to 
the top, and are riveted tight like a boiler, rivets being 
placed about one inch apart, making them absolutely 
free from gas or smoke. The seam is riveted down the 
side instead of front, to enable the pouches to be fitted 
on to a smooth surface, which is not the case when 
seam is in the front. 

The horizontal dust chamber is not connected to the 
drum, thereby providing not only additional heating 
surface, but space between the drum and the three flues 
for the air to rise in. The clean out is in the end of the 
dust chamber. The feed pouch and radiators are con- 
structed with heavy backing flanges, which prevents the 
steel from springing away. The feed door is very 
large, so that wood and large lumps of coal may be 


fired.

UMBRELLA FLANGE. 











BY W. H. HAYES. 

A correspondent asks for the scientific method of 
laying out an umbrella or roof flange for a stack. 

The following method is a correct one, known as 
triangulation: 

The line D C represents the pitch of the roof. 

The dotted lines A, E, B, F, represent the stack. 
The points A and B represent the top of the flange 
where it is to be drawn around the stack or riveted to 
it as desired. The points D and C represent the bot- 
tom of the flange at the point of contact with the 
roof and are both at equal distances from the stack 
line, in this case one inch. 

Find the center between A and B in “elevation,” 


which is the point 9, and describe the half circle as 
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shown; this half circle on a straight line would repre- 
sent one-half the circumference of the stack. 
Divide it into any number of equal parts and draw 
lines from these points at right angles to A and B 
until they meet it at the points 1, 3, 5, 7, 9, II, 13, 15, 
17. Now draw lines from the: points 1, 3, 5, 7, 9, etc., 
etc., at right angles to the line D’ C’ and passing 
through it at the points a, b,.c, d, e, f, etc., ete., as 
shown. 


Now take the verticai line 3 in elevation and space 
it off on the line 3 b, beyond line D, C, as shown by 
b, 3. Do the same with the vertical lines 5, 7, 9, II, 
eic., ete., thus obtaining the points 1, 3, 5, 7, 9, II, 
etc., etc., in “half plan.” 

Now the object is to have this article the same dis- 
tance at bottom, from the stack all around. 


Take the distance from C to the center of the stack 
and sweep it down from the center of the line D, C, 
the center being the point x. Draw a line from x at 
right angles to the line D, C, until it reaches the sweep 
at the point 8. 

Now construct an ellipse (a rule for which every 
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tinner should have) with D and C as the length and 
x and 8 as half the width. 

Divide this ellipse into the same number of‘ equal 
parts as the half circle at the top of the article. 

Thus you have the points D, 2, 4, 6, 8, 10, 12, 
CH. CI, 

Now construct the triangle P, O. 1, as shown in 
“triangles.” Take the distance from 17 to i on the 
dotted line in “elevation” and put it off on the vertical 
line in triangles, as shown by the line o, 17. 

Take the distance from 17 to c in “half plan” and 
put it off on the horizontal line in “triangles” from the 
point 0, as shown by the points 0, c. Take the dis- 
tance from c to 17 in triangles and put it off on a 
straight line, as shown by the points B, C. 

Now take the distance from 17 to 14 in “half plan” 
and place it on the horizontal line in “triangles,” as 
shown by the points 0, 14. 

Now take the distance from 14 to 17 in “triangies”’ 
and sweep down from B in “half pattern.” 
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HALF PATTERN 


, 


Get the exact distance from c to 14 in “half plan’ 
and sweep from c in half pattern until you intersect 
the first sweep at the point 14. 

Take the distance from 15 to h in “elevation” and 
place it on the vertical lines in triangles, as shown by 
the points 0, 15. Now take the distance from 15 to 
14 in half plan and place it on the horizontal line in 
“triangles,” as shown by the points 0, 14. 

Take the distance from 14 to 15 in triangles and 
sweep up from the point 14 in “half pattern.” 

Set your dividers at distance equal to one of the 
spaces into which you have divided thé half circle from 
A to B-—in this case it would be 1-16 of the diameter 
of your stack—and sweep out from B in half pattern 
until you intersect the other sweep at I5. 

Continue this performance and you will have ob- 
tained all of the points shown in “half pattern.” 
Draw lines through these points and you will have 
half of the pattern; one more will make the whole, 
steps to be allowed, the turn to be formed right and 
left. If the pattern is wanted in one piece simply 
keep on as you have been going and you will arrive at 
B and C again on the other side.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

A quiet market, a little more anxiety on the part of 
sellers and still ample assurance on the part of buyers 
are all features of the present Pig Iron market. 

The waiting game continues; orders are being 
placed only from month to month and prices are grad- 
ually settling to a lower level—a level which must be 
reached before extended buying will result. 

The threatened miners’ strike in the South, if it 
eventuates, may have the effect of stiffening prices a 
little—at least temporarily. 

Southern No, 2 Foundry is nominally $14.00 to 
$15.00 Birmingham, but concessions from the lower 
figures are reported. 

Local irons are held at $19.000, one might say nom- 
inally as few sales are reported. 

New furnace plants and some that have been idle 
for months are pushing ahead vigorously to the point 
of making iron. 

A natural question is—will the market absorb this 
added tonnage, or must some of the weaker vessels 
drop out of the race. 





BARS. 

There is nothing of unusual interest in the bar mar- 
ket from the point of activity. Steel bars are holding 
firm, but there are some further concessions in iron 
bars and the usual range of quotations during the past 
week has been from 1.67%4c to 1.72Y%c, according to 
specifications, steel holding to 1.76%c. One lot of over 
1,000 tons of iron has been sold and a few for fairly 
good tonnages below that amount, but in general the 
users of bars are waiting. There are all kinds of evi- 
dence that buying will be heavier soon and already the 
specifications are gaining slowly week by week. From 
store the price of iron bars continues at a $2 premium 
over steel, but sooner or later there will be an adjust- 
ment. We quote mill shipments, Chicago delivery, 
Bessemer steel, 1.76%c; angles, less than 3x3, 1.8644c 
base; hoops in lots of 250 tons and greater, 2.06%c; 
less than this amount, 2.16%c; iron, 1.70c to 1.75¢c. 
Quotations from store, steel, 2c; iron, 2.10c; hoops, 
2.40c to 2.50c; angles, 2.25c rates. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

The past week buying has experienced some im- 
provement in the structural steel market. No large 
contracts are reported, but the gains come in the num- 
ber and frequency of the small orders. There is no 
decided activity, but the tendency is in that direction. 
Store trade is also improving and prompt shipments 
can be made. We quote mill prices, Chicago delivery: 
Beams and channels, 16 inches and under, 1.75c; 18 
inches and over, 1.85c; universal plates, 1.75c¢; angles, 
3x3 and larger, 1.75c; tees, 3x3 and larger, 1.80c; 
zees, 1.75c. Lots from store, 244c per pound.

BILLETS. 


There has been a iair inquiry for round lots and a 
slight demand on jobbing quantities. There has been 
but little trading and prices are entirely nominal for 
rerolling Bessemer Billets at $29.50 and Open Hearth 
at $29.50 to $30, Chicago, but single car lots of Open 
Hearth Billets have continued to sell at $32.50 to $38, 
according to analysis, buyer and time of delivery, with 
premiums of $1 to $2 per ton charged for less than car- 
load lots. One lot of 2,000 tons of Open Hearth 
Billets is reported to have been resold at $30.75, deliv- 
ered from Pittsburg to consumer’s mill at a point in 
Ohio. 





PLATES. 

While the market on plates has been fairly strong 
this week, nothing of extra character has ocurred. We 
quote mill prices, Chicago delivery, as follows: Tank 
steel, 14 inch and heavier, 1.75c; flange steel, 1.85c. 
Prices for lots from stock: Tank steel, 4% inch and 
heavier, 2.15c to 2.25¢; 3-16, 2.25c to 2.35c; No. 8, 
2.30c to 2.40c; No. 10, 2.35c¢ to 2.45c; flange steel, 
2.40¢ to 2.50c. 





RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

The weather has had something to do with a quiet 
week. There are a number of deals under considera- 
tion. We quote standard sections, 500 tons and over, 
$28; less than 500 tons to carload lots, $30; less than 
carload lots, $32; second quality rails, $27; light rails, 
45 pounds, $34 to $35; 12 pounds, $39 to $40; regu- 
lar differentials for intermediate’ sizes. Track sup- 
plies, mill shipments: Angle bars, 2c to 2.10c; spikes, 
first quality, 2.25c (out of store, carload lots, 2.35¢ to 
2.45c rates) ; second quality, 2.10c; track bolts, 34x

fluence of the general backwardness in buying. Prices 
are unchanged. We quote mill shipments, Chicago de- 
livery, as follows: Spring steel, 2.65c to 2.75c; sleigh 
shoe, 1.95c flat sizes; concave and convex, 2c; out of 
store, 2.15c; cutter shoe, 2.50c to 2.60c; machinery 
steel, 2.15c to 2.25c base; plow steel, 2.50c and up- 
ward, according to quality; toe calk, 2.30c to 2.40c; 
out of stock, 3c to 3.10c; ordinary tool steel, 6c to 7c; 
specials, 13c and upward; less than carload lots, 5 
and 10 per cent higher; cold rolled shafting, carload 
lots, 47 per cent off; less than carload lots, 42 per 
cent off. 
















































WIRE NAILS. 

At this season the market is generally quiet, but 
some very satisfactory early orders are coming from 
the Southwest and the prospect is bright for an early 
and liberal trade in the early fall. In the meantime, 
mills are preparing to make early shipment by ac- 
cumulating stock. The jobbing trade is in a little more 
satisfactory condition and prices are well maintained, 
sales being made at $2.15 to $2.20 in carload lots, f. o. 
b. Chicago. Broken cars sell at 5 to 10c higher For 
galvanizing 75c per keg and for tinning $1.50 extra 
per keg is charged. 


CUT NAILS. 

The market remains the same. While the demand is 
not only active there is steady jobbing trade, the mod- 
erate demand being readily met at previous prices, 
which are quoted on the basis of $2.30 in carload lots 
and $2.35 in less than carload lots for Steel, Chicago; 
Iron Nails are held at $2.45 to $2.50 per keg from 
store. 


BARB WIRE. 


The orders on barb wire are holding their usual 
demand and the market remains steady. The outlook 
for the fall trade, however, is considered fully as good 
as a year ago. The market has remained steady in 
tone. Galvanized Wire is selling on the basis of $2.75 
to $2.80 in carload lots and painted at $2.45 to $2.50, 
the outside price being to retailers. For small lots 5 
to 10 cents extra is charged. Staples in carload lots 
sell as follows: Polished, $2.30 to $2.35 and galvan- 
ized, $2.70 to $2.75, the outside price being to retailers. 


SMOOTH FENCE WIRE. 

The mills in this department keep well employed, 
specifications on old contracts being still received to a 
liberal extent and even new business coming forward 
in unusual volume at this time of year. The market 
remains firm in tone, prices being unchanged, as fol- 
lows: Nos. 6 to 9, $2.05 to $2.10 in carload lots on 
track, and $2.15 to $2.20 in less than carload lots from 
store; galvanized, 30 cents extra for Nos. 6 to 14, and 
60 cents extra for Nos. 15 and 16. 


BINDER TWINE. 


Eastern manufacturers as a rule have sold all they 
will make to August 1, and are not seeking new busi- 
ness. Prices on Sisal and Standard range from 12 
to 13% cents, according to buyer and quantity. Some 
manufacturers have refused to accept large orders at 
12 cents. The view is expressed that the lateness of 
the season in this section will permit of enough twine 
being made so that there will be no shortage. Navi- 
gation opened about two weeks earlier than usual 
this spring, and the demand for rope at that time 
put manufacturers behind in their orders. This, in 
addition to the difficulty of keeping a full force at 
work in cordage works, has prevented an accumula- 
tion of rope by manufacturers, so that they have not 
cared to go heavily into the manufacture of twine. 
Under these circumstances prices are ruling higher 
than probably would be the case under usual condi-
